SyutpalUlt-H of Jurymen—Some Notable 
CRS«S Wliers Lawyers Succeeded. 
For j cars it has been generally known 


amo«(,' lawyers that all sorts of desper- 
ate auvl tl'.kilrieal devices are constantly 
resorted to in order to save the lives of 
accused persons. 
But Mr. Wellmnn 


•was tho first prosecutor to make the 
charge in open court and quote an in- 
stance to fortify his allegation. 


Is the practice right or wrong? , 
Perh apn the most moving part of 


-Lawyer William F. Howe's elegant sum- 
ming up on beUalf of Annie Walden 
was where he besought the jurymen to 
consider her youth, her beauty and heV 
helplessness. 


When Francis L. Wellman, assistant 


district attorney, began his summing up 
for tho pro-.ecutiou, he urged the jurors 
not to be moved by his adversary's 
emotional appeals. He called Mr. Howe 
an actor. He said: 
"If you had seen him, as I have, go 


boliiud a woman defendant and pinch 
her to make her scream and so arouse 
sympathy, you would not be so m/ich in- 
lluenoed by his theatrical display." 


"Whom did Mr. Howe pinch?" I asked 


Mr. Wellman, 
"Ella Nol ,-on," was his prompt reply. 
You re( all that she had shot her lover 


dead because he was packing his trunk 
and preparing to leave her. She was on 
trial for her life. Mr. Howe got her ac- 
quitted. 


' When he had got to that part of his 


summing up where he called upon the 
jury to 'look at her,' Ella was sitting be- 
iiind a table, her face toward the jury, 
but resting in her hands. She had been 
weeping for some minutes, but now she 
was composed.

That little diffi 
culty was solved all right. Becker rested 
his face in his hands and peeped through 
his interlaced fingers at his eloquent de- 
fender. 
" 'Think, gentleman,' said Mr. House 


'if you send this wretohod man to prisoi 
you will punish those innocent little 
ones.' At that instant Mr. House drop- 
ped his handkerchief. 
" 'Wow!' came a shriek from Becker. 


It began ftko the scream of a catamount. 
It died away in a long drawn wail anil 
choking sobs. Becker's tears were like 
a shower. Mrs. Becker's a.nd. the little 
Bookers' tears were a cloudburst. Human 
nature couldn't stand it.

Mather Family." By this book it ap- 
pears that Nathaniel Mather was-born 
July TJ, 1080. aria"v?at'a"brother of Cotton 
Mather and a aon of Increase Mather.

graduated from Harvard at the age oi 
sixteen. At twelve he had read the Old 
Testament in Hebrew and the new Tes- 
tament in Greek, and was able to con 
verse familiarly iu Latin.

imagination of Columbus was fired, and 
he conceived the bold conception of 
reaching this eastern CQO,^ pf Asia, hy 
sailing toward tha west around, the 
earrh. 


S.> when he discovered Cuba he had 


not a doubt that ho had landed upon the 
coast of Asia, nud that he looked upoi 
tho same scenes that Marco Polo had 
gazed upon 200 years before.—Yankee 
Blade. 


The Floating Weeds in tho Atlantic, 
The gulf weed (Fucus nntans) which 


with its litle round "boriies," ia not un 
like the mistletoe in torni, but of 
hrowuiili yellow color, has been thought 
to have lost its property oi looting on 
rocks and t" have acquired the power of 
living afloat, It has even beon sug- 
gested that the sea marks the s<te of a 
submerged continent, apparently the 
lost Atlantis. Dr. Krumuiol holds that 
the weed has simply been drifted to its 
present position by tlio C*ulf si.iea.rn and 
its affluents fc*>'ni t'le West Indian is- 
lands anil the Gulf of Mexico. 
li is now proved that tho Gulf stream 


is not a bingle narrow "liver of the 
ocean," as Maury poetically described 
it, but consists of a number of currents, 
not only from the Mpxioan gulf, but tho 
Antilles, The weed, according to Dr. 
Krummol, would take fifteen days to 
float as far north as the latitude of Cape 
Hatteras and five and a half months to 
reach the Azores. In the Sargasso sea 
it becomes heavy and sinks; but the sup- 
ply is kept up by the Gulf stream.—Lon- 
don Globe,

for re-election on the regular Democratic 
ticket, has only a few thousand majority, 
though in 1800 it exceeded 97,000. 


The Alabama election indicates that 


there is a revolution in political opinion 
ia the South as well as in tlie North. 
It 


is almost a moral certainly that Weaver 
will get the electoral vote of that State 
as well as of Georgia, the Curolinas, 
Florida, Tennessee and Texas next No- 
vember. 
The people of the South and 


West are up ia arms against Wall street 
whether its myrmidons appear in the 
guise of Republicans 
or 
Democrats. 


Nevada is iu line with the People's 
movement, and its citizens are bearing 
aloft the banner of the free coinage can 
didate who is victoriously marching to 
the White House.

ing last night was the largest and most 
enthusiastic since bonanza days when 
silver was at par nnd the population 
three times what it is to-day.

Can it 
bo possible that the American people will 
now consent that the hands bo turned back 
upon the dial, and an era of misrule, out- 
rage and violence again be inaugurated," 


The Yellowstone Park Investigation. 
WASHINQTON, August 4.—The Minority 


House Committee on Public Lands to-day 
submitted its views on tbe Yellowstone 
Park investigation. They take the grounds 
that Secretory Noble acted with fairness 
and justice in annuling the transportation 
leases, and that Gibson acted in a false and 
deceitful manner in bis relations with tbe 
Secretary. The most bitter attack is made 
on Gibson by the minority, while Russell 
Harrison's connection with the company is 
defended in strong terms. Referring to it, 
the minority accuses the majority of going 
out of its way iu what it characterizes as 
an attempt to smirpb the son of the Presi- 
deut by the use of 'some incidentals in the 
evidence. The facts are, it says, a certain 
party interested in the park association, 
assuming Harrison would have some in- 
fluence with the unknown Secretary of the 
Interior to be appointed, proposed to in- 
duce Harrison to use such supposed influ- 
ence for the benefit of the association, and 
remunerate him with fifty shares of stock, 
but the stook was never issued. The min- 
ority holds that Harrison was never re- 
quested, except by Waters, to so use his 
influence, and there was no need thai; he 
should do so. The whole thing was evi- 
dently a fraud and one of Gibson's tricks, 
and the majority's comment against Harri- 
son was wholly uncalled for.

The Transition of Kloctrlcal Theories. 


To tbe question, "What is electricity?"' 


which is often asked, no absolute and 
satisfactory answer has yet been found. 
NoUvitl' standing the wonderful develop- 
ment of electrical applications, elec- 
tricians are still feeling their way as to 
the nature and many of the principles' 
of the operation of the mighty force that 
theyare learning to control. This was 
suggestively shown by a remark made 
by the vice president of the American 
institute of electrical engineers at the 
annxial convention of that body. 


The speaker claimed that the present 


theories of electricity should be regard- 
ed merely as stepping stones to more 
comprehensive and satisfactory ones. 
He contended that" modern theories of 
electrical phenomena, if adopted as an 
absolute framework of all our knowl- 
edge of these subjects, may, in a few 
years, become prison bars that will pre- 
vent the mind from making a free and 
unprejxidiced investigation of new theo^ 
ries and new phenomena, and giving 
due weight and significance in the gen- 
eral science of electricity to the results 
obtained by the most recent experiment- 
ers.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.
